BOSTON, Oct. 18 (UP)—Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson said today much of the 
farm surpluses are due to 
changes in the American diet. 

In a letter of greetings to the 
twenty-sixth annual Boston Con- 
ference on Distribution; Benson 
said Americans are eating more 
meat, eggs, fresh fruits and 
vegetables and less cereal pro- 
ducts than 40 or 50 years ago.

PARIS, Oct. 18—The French, 
British and United States gov- 
ernments will probably agree 
during the forthcoming week of 
top-level Paris diplomatic con- 
ferences to accept a Soviet pro- 
posal for new talks on the long- 
delayed Austrian state treaty, it 
was learned today. 

Acceptance of the Russian 
Suggestion would scarcely re- 
flect any particular optimism 
that the Russians are ready to 
do any serious business on re- 
storing peace to Austria. But it 
would constifute a demonstra- 
tion to the French National As- 
sembly and others in western 
Europe that the Allies stand 
ready to go on exploring every 
hopeful avenue with the Soviet 
Union, while. pressing ahead 
with the rearmament of West 
Germany. 

Russia’s Last Proposal. 

The Russians, on Aug. 12, sent 
a note to the three western pow- 
ers and the Austrian Govern- 
ment which, while refusing to 
yield on the position in which 
negotiations ended in failure at 
the Berlin conference in Feb- 
ruary, nevertheless said that 
Russia considered the rapid con- 
clusion of a treaty to be a pos- 
sibility and expressed the will- 
ingness to resume talks. ~\ 
The western powers peteden 
Sept. 10, offering once again) to 
accept the full Soviet draft of 
the Austrian treaty, as they had 
done at the Berlin conference. 
At that time, the Russians came 
up with a further demand for 
more or less permanent occupa- 
tion of Austria, even after the 
treaty was signed. Here the ne- 
gotiations stopped. 

Last week the Austrian gov- 
ernment sent its reply to the 
Russians which took the form of 
a proposal that a “final” confer- 
ence of the occupying powers 
should be. convened in Vienna 
for one more attempt at a treaty. 
The Austrian note welcomed the , 
fact that the Russians said they — 
believed a treaty could be con- 
cluded.

“The idea was eventually to 
put the Saar under a European 
political organization that was to 
come afterwards,” Van der Goes 
said. “It will still come, though 
Mendes-France now thinks it 
will take some decades.” 

Under Van der Goes plan, the 
Saar’s foreign relations would 
first be put under the tutelage 
of the council of Europe—a 15- 
nation consultative body. At a 
second stage, the job would be 
transferred to an assembly with

Gives Wage Increases, 
Added Holidays, 


Employes of Wagner Electric 
Corp. began returning to work 
today after voting yesterday to 
accept a wage offer and ter- 
minate a five-weeks’ strike at 
Wagner ‘plants here and at Ed- 
wardsville and Mount Vernon, 
Til. 

The settlement, affecting ap- 
proximately 5500 production and 
maintenance workers and office 
employes, provides for an in- 
crease of 3 ts an hour, with 
new rates — $1.49 to 
$2.36 an hour. Skilled trades 
workers, numbering about 120 
men in the maintenance division, 
will receive 7 cents an hour 
above the $2.26 previous rate. 

Fridays which precede Christ- 
mas and New Year’s holidays on 
Saturdays, as will occur this 
year, were declared paid holi- 
days in the new contract. 

Workers will be returned to 
their jobs as the resumption of 
operations progresses, with full 
production expected to be re- 
sumed next Monday, company 
officials announced. 

The strike was called Sept. 13 
by members of Local 1104, CIO 
International Union of Electrical, 
Radio & Machine Workers, after 
negotations for a five-cent hourly 
increase for production workers 
and seven cents for maintenance 
employes became deadlocked. A 
three-member panel of federal 
conciliators was appointed to as- 
sist company and union negotia- 
tors in reaching a compromise. 


MISSOURI 26TH IN PER CENT 
OF SCHOOL DRIVER TRAINING 


Missouri ‘ranked - twenty-sixth 
in the United States in the per- 
centage of its schools which pro- 
vided driver training in the 1953- 
54 school year, Capt. John A. 
Berglund, head of the safety 
bureau of the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol, reported today.

CHICAGO, Oct. 18 (AP)—Re- 
publican senatorial nominee Jo- 
seph Meek and, Democratic Sen- | 
ator Paul Douglas of Illinois 
met in a television debate yes- | 
terday and both candidates | 
posed—and answered—some hot | 
political questions. 

Meek asked Douglas why he 
opposed development of the | 
Cal-Sag Canal ‘‘when you spent | 
billions abroad.” | 

Douglas said he did not op- | 
pose widening of the waterway, | 
but that he thinks users should 
be made to pay toll. 

Backed by Eisenhower. 

“My opponent is now criticiz- 
ing me for supporting foreign 
aid, which is supported by 
President Eisenhower,” said 
Douglas. 

The Senator asked Meek how 
he found the unemployment sit- 
uation in downstate industrial | 
centers and coal mine areas. | 

There is “worrisome unem- | 
ployment,” agreed Meek, but 
added there was unemployment | 
in 1938-39 and 1948-49 “and you 
didn’t seem to be worried about 
it then.” : 

When Meek said that the Re- 
publicans won peace in Korea, 
Douglas replied: 

“We all want peace. And we. 
could have had peace in Korea | 
under President Truman if we 
had accepted the Communists’ | 
terms. What we got was a 
truce. And the truce allowed 
the Communists to release 
troops to use elsewhere, as Re- | 
publican Senator Knowland of 
California has pointed out.” 

Douglas, addressing a subur- 
ban Park Forest rally, attacked ; 
the award of offshore oil depos- | 
its to individual states as “the | 
worst blow to public education | 
in generations.’ He said “I in- | 
tend to keep working for the re- 
peal of this outragtous gift of | 
the offshore oil to the Texas, 
California and Louisiana mil- | 
linoaires, so that we can use the | 
royalties from these deposits | 
for better teachers’ salaries and | 
school buildings.” 

“Offshore oil resources repre- | 
sented our greatest hope for | 
providing proper educations for | 
our children,” Douglas said. “Yet | 
my opponent favors giving them | 
away. ' 

“This Rip Van Winkle should 
wake up to the needs of our | 
children. We should serve our) 
schools— not the selfish inter- 
ests.” 

Douglas said that, had. the | 
Federal Government been per- 
mitted to levy on offshore oil 
production for educational pur- | 
poses, the eventual benefit to 
Illinois schools might have | 
reached half a billion dollars in | 
“the estimate of expert geolo- | 
gists.” |

In answer to “Army Captain.” 
who cited reasons in favor of pun- 
ishment for prisoners of war who 
collaborate with the Communists, I 
Say that all is not as black and white 
as he would have us believe. 

For example, along the highways 
of our nation we often encounter 
bridges of light construction whose 
signs warn truckers and motorists 
not to exceed the weight to be borne 
in safety. The same is true of minds 
of men, in that some are not as 
sturdily constructed as others, and 
are apt to collapse under too great 
stress. 

Especially is this true of any 16- 
year-old lad, like the young corporal 
recently sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, who volunteered for Army 
service at this tender age. 

Our military courts should remem- 
ber that our laws do not grant the 
right to vote to persons under 21, for 
it is generally believed that they lack 
mature ability to sift and weigh facts 
themselves; that they do not have 
sufficient experience in living to de- 
velop strength of conviction, or adult 
mora! ideals. 

It is further assumed that their 
opinions can be swayed too easily by 
unscrupulous politicians. 

Why then do our military men be- 
lieve that a boy of 16 years has had 
time to develop deep personal in- 
tegrity. enough to sustain him during 
extreme hardship, to help him with- 
stand the punishment of 38 months 
of the horrors of war, loneliness, 
harsh imprisonment and Communist 
brainwashing? 

A teen-age boy should be a mem- 
ber of his high school glee-club ard 
not. the United States Army; his 
reading material should be Tenny- 
son's “Idylis of the King,” not Red 
Propaganda leaflets; his activities 
should consist of building and fly- 
ing his--ewn gas-model airplanes on 
a neighborhood lot, not crouching in 
fear of a Russian MIG on the far- 
away continent of Asia.

Ten for the Gravy Train 


A controversy of much potential importance 
to railway workers has been: given almost no 
space in the newspapers of the country. The 
issue is whether 10 of the Railroad Retirement 
Board's experienced top officials. are to be re- 
moved from the protection of civil service and 
thus marked for political replacements on a 
party patronage basis. 

Congress, created the Railroad Retirement 
Board in ,1935 for the express purpose of ad- 
ministering retirement pensions, unemployment 
benefits and a placement service for railroad 
employes. As established by law, the board con- 
sists of three members, with staggered terms, 
appointed by the President. 

Just a vecor ago President Eisenhower ap- 
pointed Raymond J. Kelly of Chicago, former 
commander of the American Legion for Michi- 
gan, to be chairman of the board. Last winter 
the President reappointed Frank C. Squire, also 
of Chicago, to a third five-year term on the 
board, as its management member. 

Because it appeared that Chairman Kelly and 
Board Member Squire were going to team 
against Horace W. Harper, the railroad labor 
member since 1950, on the patronage issue, 
Senator Douglas of Illinois delayed Mr. Squire's 
confirmation for weeks last spring. 

But in the end the confirmation was voted 
and in September the motion to put over the 
patronage raid was passed, Messrs. Kelly and 
Squire outvoting Mr. Harper. The motion called 
on the Civil Service Commission to shift these 
10 top positions from the merit system basis to 
“Schedule C."’ That means to the political gravy 
train. 

Thanks to a week-by-week report on develop- 
ments in their alert weekly, Labor, railway 
workers over the country have been kept posted 
as opposition has mounted to this proposed raid 
on the personnel of the board. 

As shown by Labor, which is the official 
Washington weekly newspaper of ‘15 Standard 
Railroad Labor Organizations,” the two Republi- 
can Senators from Michigan, Ferguson and Pot- 
ter, have denounced the proposed change. Con- 
gressman Bennett of Michigan has joined them. 
This is not a liitle significant. since Chairman 
Kelly rose to notice in G.O.P. politics in Michi- 
gan and members of Congress from that state 
were instrumental in his appointment. 

A list of other Senators and Congressmen 
who have gone on record as opposed to the 
change would be a long one. Republican Senator 
Ives of New York says “political factors should 
not be a determinant.’ Democratic Senator Gil- 
Jette of Iowa is “100 per cent opposed.” Con- 
gressman Price of Illinois calls it a “cheap po- 
litical move” that “threatens to open the way 
for political influence” where there has never 
been any. 

Republican Congressman Wolverton of New 
Jersey, chairman of the House Interstate Com- 
merce Committee, is the author of a strong letter 
to the Civil Service Commission to defeat the 
patronage raid. 

This controversy concerns not just the railroad 
workers, the administration of whose retire- 
ment pay is involved. It concerns every citizen 
who cares whether civil service gains in the 
Federal Govérnment are protected—or are cut 
away. 

Somebody around the White House ought to 
provide the President with the last half dozen 
copies of the railway workers’ weekly newspaper. 
They would be illuminating reading for him. 
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Darkness in a Tunnel 

A committee of the Urban Land Institute of 
Washington, D.C., has been whisked through 
the Terminal Railroad tunnel beneath downtown 
St. Louis. It was personally guided by Terminal 
President Armstrong Chinn, an opponent of 
proposals to use the tunnel to bring commuter 
trains into the downtown area. As might be 
expected, the committee sided with Mr. Chinn. 

If that one short trip through the tunnel 
is all the study the committee put in on this 
proposal, then its opinion is not very impres- 
sive. 

Did the Institute’s committee talk to a single 
proponent of the commuter service idea? Did 
it inspect the loading platforms that were built 
into the basement of the Arcade Building some 
35 years ago by the late Edward Mallinckrodt? 
Did it even hear that these loading platforms 
existed? How many engineers did it consult? 

On the basis of the committee’s brief and 
cloistered examination few people are going to 
be convinced that it is impracticable to use 
the tunnel for suburban service. The tunnel 
is there, the tracks are there, and so are the 
trains. Several large doses of initiative and 
management ingenuity might combine these 
ingredients into something of value to this com- 
munity. 

Fortunately, the Land Institute’s word is not 
likely to be the last one in this matter. The 
City Plan Commission has been examining the 
idea, one of several contributed as a civic con- 
tribution by the architectural firm of Russell, 
Mullgardt, Schwarz, Van Hoefen. Moreover, the 
people are going to vote next January on a 
proposed Metropolitan Transit District. It may 
be that someone will use the tunnel after all. 
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A Waning Fever? 

Would a fever chart.for the American “cli- 
mate of fear” show a current decline, beginning 
at the point when public sympathy shifted away 
from Senator McCarthy during the Army-Mce- 
Carthy hearings last June? Is the cause of free- 
dom on the upswing, and McCarthyism on the 
downswing? 

This is the hypothesis advanced by Donald 
Grant of the Post-Dispatch staff in a series of 
articles appraising the present state of the pub- 
lic mind as regards Communism and anti-Com- 
munism. It is a hypothesis that will be wel- 
comed by all who have a concern for the basic 
American principles of free speech, free thought, 
free inquiry and fair play. It is a hypothesis 
that the defenders of these principles devoutly 
hope turns out to be accurate. 

If there has been a decisive turning point, it 
occurred not because the fever had worn itself 
out, but because those who cared about basic 
American liberties dared to fight for them. And 
if the “climate of fear” is to grow less oppres- 
sive in the future, that will be no automatic re- 
sponse either, but the result of a continued 
counter-offensive by the believers in the free 
tradition. 

The menace of Communism, internal and ex- 
ternal, is real, but it must be met in ways that 
do not sacrifice the very liberties to which Com- 
munism itself is so implacably hostile. 


So long as politicians can make a political | 


football out of anti-Communism—as Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon has been doing with the “numbers 
game” about security separations in government 
~—-we face important struggles yet to be waged 
against the “climate of fear.” 

So long as honorable men can be smeared 


with unfounded attacks upon their loyalty—as 
Clifford Case has been. smeared by right-wing 
Republicans in New Jersey—there remain great 
tasks to be done in the restoration of common 
sense and decency to public life. 

In government, in education, in every-day af- 
fairs, the strength of the free tradition depends 
upon the readiness of its followers to fight for it. 
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No Man for Congress 

It is a cruel fate that saddles the Republican 
campaigners with Congressman Stringfellow's 
hoax so soon after Secretary Wilson found it 
necessary to apologize publicly for what he 
admitted was his “unfortunate mistake” of link- 
ing unemployed persons to “bird dogs” vs. “ken- 
nel dogs.” The Wilson episode could be laughed 
off by some and even justified by others, given 
a particular point of view. 

But there is no way whatever to dismiss the 
outright wrong done by Douglas R. Stringfellow 
of Ogden, who represents 25 of Utah's 29 coun- 
ties in the national House of Representatives. 
He lied not once but repeatedly in telling his 
make-believe story of a derring-do war exploit 
behind the lines. He used this untruth time 
after time in his 1952 campaign in which he 
presented himself as a war hero to defeat Walter 
K. Granger, a sitting Congressman of good repu- 
tation. He even wrote the lie into his biography 
in the Congressional Directory: “Served with 
the O.S.S. in behind-the-lines operations in Ger- 
many.” 

While there may well be a feeling of charity 
and sympathy for this war veteran (he was 
wounded in southern France by a land mine and 
now walks with braces), there can be no excusing 
outright fabrication of hero stuff for the sake of 
votes. He is repentant now to be sure, but this 
repentance comes not until the Army Times 
of Washington exposed him by questioning his 
synthetic story. Even then he tried to cover up 
by calling on the White House to release “classi- 
fied records” that would “clear” him of a “po- 
litical attack.” 

Congressman Stringfellow may need hospital- 
ization. He may need other treatment. But he 
is no man for a seat in the next Congress. Re- 
publican party leaders in Utah should not have 
temporized one minute in announcing their ac- 
ceptance of his resignation as a candidate. Better 
by far to lose a seat“by default than to seem 
to defend even briefly a situation so obviously 
indefensible. 
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Free Asians Who Dislike Us 


Gordon Walker of the Christian Science Moni- 
tor and Michael Gordon of the London Observer, 
both well known for their excellent reporting on 
affairs in Southeastern Asia and its islands, have 
written lately of Dr. Claro M. Recto, Nacionalis- 
ta Party senator of the Philippines, who has a 
violent dislike for the ‘United States. They ap- 
parently operate on the theory that it is more 
enlightening to talk with this type of Asian than 
to interview one who, for good or for self-serving 
reasons, goes along with the West. 


Dr. Recto, who served as foreign minister 
during the Japanese occupation, is a vigorous 
opponent of President Magsaysay and an equally 
vigorous proponent of “‘Asia for Asians.” He as- 
sails Mr. Magsaysay for going along too readily 
with American policy and contrasts him with 
Premier Nehru who, he says, is “anti-Communist 
but also pro-Asian.”’ And American policy, Dr. 
Recto asserts, is “too unpredictable” and “cannot 
be relied upon.” 


Although Dr. Recto is a vociferous gadfly, he 
has a following in the Philippines and other 
leaders in the free nations of Asia have ex- 
pressed his political philosophy from time to 
time. There is little doubt that the West should 
pay more heed to these Asians who do not trot 
along in complaisant. manner. By so doing it 
might be possible to find broader paths to un- 
derstanding between West and anti-Communist 
Asian nations. 
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All Too Familiar Routine 

Disarmament talk in the U.N, has become al- 
most as stylized and predictable as a ballet. The 
current episode begins to take on a depressing 
resemblance to its fruitless predecessors. 

First, the routine calls for Mr. Vishinsky to 
make an impressive, if somewhat obscure, con- 
cession. This is tucked into the folds of a furious 
propaganda assault upon the United States, but 
cannot be ignored. Western. diplomats, there- 
upon, rise one by one, to pose clarifying ques- 
tions to Mr. Vishinsky. Does he mean this? 
Does he mean that? Mr. Vishinsky hears them 
out and then rises to respond with all the lu- 
cidity of a Delphic oracle. When he has resumed 
his seat, the Western diplomats ask each other 
what he meant in explaining what he meant in 
the first place. And Mr. Vishinsky smiles an 
inscrutable smile. 

By script, what happens next is nething. The 
disarmament talk trails off into &an uneasy 
silence, and the armaments.race continues. 

Millions of people in every corner of the 
globe would be grateful and happy for a differ- 
ent ending. If the West, instead of merely re- 
questing clarification of Mr. Vishinsky’s conces- 
sion, came forward with a matching concession 
of its own: if Mr. Vishinsky then said that in 
view of this concession by the West, he would 


make another; if the West then responded again, © 


until finally the two sides were so close togeth- 
er that serious men could sit down seriously to 
the task of drafting a disarmament treaty—if 
all this happeried, instead of the old, familiar 
routine, millions in every quarter of the globe 
would be grateful and happy. 
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Mr. Crump 

E. H. Crump heard many unfavorable things 
Said about him during his life, but at least one 
kind thing can be said of the political boss 
of Memphis in death. He lived his 80 years in 
accordance with the motto that hung’ in a frame 
on the wall of his office: “O Lord, keep me 
alive while I’m living!” 

Mr. Cfump (as he was best known; that name 
was the original title of “The Memphis Blues,” 
written by W. C. Handy for one of the old 
master’s campaigns) sparkled with vitality. He 
dressed within an inch of his life, sportily, even 
a little rakishly, and carried a jaunty cane. 
Whether he was swinging into the Peabody Ho- 
tel or riding along E. H. Crump boulevard, his 
blue eyes twinkled, his hair—first red-snapper 
red, then white—shone, and it was plain to see 
that a good time was being had. 

Mr. Crump never ceased to be a country boy 
come to town, with all a country boy's delight in 
the big city; and for 50 years Memphis was his 
town. As the riverboat workers there sang 
along the banks of the Mississippi: 

Oh, the river’s up and cotton’s down, 
Mistah Ed Crump, he runs this town! 

Whatever else may be said of him, Mr, Crump 

is as inseparable from Memphis as its Blues.

Plan to force high-cost private power on TVA is cogtly; bad 
public administration; invades TVA'’s responsibility; harms 
power distributors and people of Tennessee Valley; is bad 
engineering and is bad for the nation, says trade journal. 


An Editorial in Public Power Magazine 


For a contract which has not eve3 
been made public, Dixon-Yates has sue- 
ceeded in stirring up one of the most 
controversial issues of the year. .Thous- 
ands—if not millions—of words have 
been written about it. 

A careful examination of the history 
of this contract and its terms clearly 
shows why it has become the center of 
controversy. Here are just a few of the 
reasons: 

The contract is costly: The Govern- 
ment, through this. arrangement, will 
pay an estimated $3.685,000 to $5,567.- 
000 more a year for power than for an 
equal amount from TVA, or perhaps as 
much as $5,150,000 more per year than 
for the same quantity of power pur- 
chased from a competing private syndi- 
cate. 

The contract represents bad govern- 
ment administration: It was let without 
competitive bidding, and it gives the 
Atomic Energy Commission the respon- 
sibility for supplying power, through 
conventional sources, to the TVA Ssys- 
tem—a function which the agency was 
never intended to have and properly 
shouldn’t have. Conferring this respon- 
sibility on AEC is similar, on a local 
plane, to giving a school board respon- 
sibility for contracting for wholesale 
power requirements of a municipal 
plant. 

The contract is bad for TVA: It gives 
another agency the responsibility for 
power supply of TVA—a function dele- 
gated by the TVA Act to the TVA 
Board, and it makes TVA dependent 
upon a higher cost source of power 
than the agency could provide itself. 


The contract is bad for the power 
distributors and the people of the TVA 
area: The people of the Tennessee Val- 
ley some 20 years ago voted to serve 
themselves through municipaijly owned 
electric plants and. rural electric co- 
operatives, and entered into contracts 
with TVA for their power supply. Dixon- 
Yates now forces the private power 
companies back on the people of the 
area, without their consent. 


The contract represents bad engineer- 
ing: The Dixon-Yates plant would be 
built at a site far inferior to one which 
had previously been carefully selected 
by TVA for serving the needs of the 
western portion of its system. Because 
of the artificial features which have 
been injected into the Dixon-Yates 
plan, it would be necessary to build a 
$10,000,000 transmission line to cross 


the Mississippi River—a line which 
would be totally unnecessary if the 
site were selected on the basis of engi- 
neering. considerations and load condi- 
tions on the TVA system. 


Dixon-Yates is bad for the nation: It 
infuses a higher-cost source. of power 
into the TVA system, opening the way 
to eventually wrecking TVA as a yard- 
stick for power rates—one of the most 
important functions of the agency. 


These are but a few of the evils of 
Dixon-Yates which are apparent from 
such details as have been made public. 


Full disclosure of the contract may 
give cause for further concern. Or, the 
contract and the collateral arrange- 
ments which will be needed between 
AEC and TVA may, on the surface, 
contain provisions designed to make 
Dixon-Yates appear more palatable. 


For example, the final version of the 
contract may show that ‘substantially 
ali the additional costs of Dixon-Yates 
would be borne by AEC rather than 
TVA. 


The people of the Tennessee Valley 
and of the Nation would not be taken 
in by such maneuvers, however. For 
beyond all else one fact remains clear: 
the principal purpose of Dixon-Yates is 
to provide new power for the TVA sys- 
tem, since the Government’s atomic en- 
ergy needs are already being met ade- 
quately by TVA. 

If, then, the real purpose of Dixon- 
Yates is to supply new power for TVA, 
why then could we not ultimately ex- 
pect that Dixon-Yates, even if it imposes 
no new burdens on TVA initially, would 
be renegotiated later so that the bur- 
den of the added costs would be shifted 
to TVA? : 

And what is to prevent Dixon-Yates 
from becoming a precedent for more 
Dixon-Yateses in the future? 


Legislation is already provided which 
would make it possible for AEC ulti- 
mately to negotiate for a total of 
3,000,000 kilowatts to be provided 
through contracts: similar to Dixon- 
Yates. , 

The consummation of such arrange- 
ments would mean the eventual ringing 
of TVA with private power companies, 
destroying the agency's effectiveness. 


Dixon-Yates, in short, has gone far 
enough. While there is still time, those 
who have instigated this proposal should 
call a halt to it, and give a fresher and 
more objective look at the power needs 
of the TVA area. 


Mr. Blattner’s Chickens 


From The Milwaukee Journal 


His life could be so simple, says Jo- 
seph Blattner, an 81-year-old Pennsy!- 
vania chicken farmer. 


All he wants to do is sell eggs and 
chickens on the local market (no inter- 
state commerce). The prices are not 
Government supported and he doesn’t 
want them so (no hidden subsidies). 

He has enough land to grow for 
himself the corn and wheat he needs to 
feed his 6000 laying hens, and that’s all 
he wants to grow (no glutting the 
market with surplus grain). 


So what does the Government have to 
do with him? Plenty. Having -allotted 
him 16 acres of. wheat this year, it 
seeks to collect a money penalty from 
him because his chickens needed 24 and 
he grew that much. It has given him 
a corn acreage allotment for next year 
that won't fill his own needs either. 

Furthermore, it would force him to 
buy the extra feed at pegged prices, 
hiking the cost of what he must sell in 
an unprigged market. 

All this seems untidy to Mr. Blattner. 
He is —- get the Government out 
of his hair—specifically to enjoin it 
from putting a penalty on the right he 


asserts to grow crops on his own land 
for his own use, 

This squarely challenges the constitu- 
tionality of acreage control laws dating 
back 16 years. 

It should produce interesting results 
on trial, and possibly even make history. 

The issue thus raised apparently does 
not menace legality of crop quotas as 
applied to producers of grain for the 
market. Blattner’s only “crime” is that 
he would be independent of that mar- 
ket if the Government would let him. 

Forcing him to buy grain, needlessly 
and at a premium, or penalizing him for 
not doing so, he claims, is to take his 
property without due process, benefit- 
ing others without compensating him. 

However it turns out, the case is a 
fresh reminder of the awkwardness and 
illogic that seem inevitably to result 
when Government. tinkering with the 
seoeren gets down to the individual 
evel. 

And if the Blattner case should be- 
come a Supreme Court cause celebre, 
he might go down in legal history with 
that other

A Literary Explosion 


THE HYDROGEN BOMB: THE MEN, THE MEN. — 


ACE, THE MECHANISM, by James Shepley end 
Ciay Blair Jr. (David McKay Co., 244 pgs., $3.) 


Recently in the Post-Dispatch, the Al- . 


sop brothers reported an uprising of 
American atomic scientists over this 
book. They concluded that unless 
the Eisenhower Administration and, in 
particular, Lewis Strauss, chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, repu- 
diated the book in toto, the Govern- 
ment would no longer have any scien 
tists working for it. The Alsops includ- 
ed several quotes from some of the 
brightest names in physics that em- 
bodied such phrases as “sophomorie 
science fiction,” “vicious book,” “false- 
hoods,” “psycho- 
pathic,” “villains,” 
and milder com- 
ments that simply 
questioned the hon- 
esty and motives of 
the authors. 

“The Hydrogen 
Bomb” is a jour- 
nalistic recap of the 
events and persons 
involved in the de- 
velopment of the 
atomic bomb and 
the hydrogen bomb. 
It is filled with di- 
rect quotes and 
footnotes, but not asingle reference. 
According to Shepley and Blair, h 
Washington correspondents for Time 
magazine, our possession of the H-bomb 
can be attributed directly to the efforts 
of Dr. Edward Teller (the hero of the 
book), Mr. Strauss, and the late Senator 
McMahon, with practically every scien- 
tist arrayed against them. They imply 
strongly that Dr. J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer is not only disloyal to the United 
States, but an agent of Russia as well. 


A book of this nature can be re- 
viewed, but it cannot be judged. How 
is one to know whether the quotations 
are accurate, or simply the result of 
what the authors think might have been 
said? The movements and actions of 
several of the participants are given 
almost minute by minute, but how are 
we to know that the interpretations of 
the actions, some of which are eertain- 
ly open to several views, are correct as 
stated? There is no question of where 
the author's sympathies are, or who are 
the heroes and who are the villains in 
their eyes. What we need to know is, 
“Did it really happen this way?” 


For example, there were some ex- 
tremely good scientific reasons for 
thinking in 1949 that the hydrogen 
bomb was an impossibility. The fact 
that later discoveries and developments 
made it possible is hardly an indictment 
of the loyalty, honesty, or even the in- 
ee of those who originally doubt- 
e ; 


On the other hand, the atomic scien- 
tists have placed themselves in a high- 
ly precarious position in the matter by 
taking a stand as a professional group 
on the ethical and moral issues. ‘It is 
one thing to hold individually to such 
ideals, but another when a group does 
it—and as noisily and publicly as the 
atomic scientists have done.

NEW ROCHELLE, N. Y., Oct. 
18 (AP)—Four Baltimore stu- 
dents from Southern high school, 
here to see how white and Ne- 
groes get along in a northern 
school, today said professional 
agitators fomented trouble on 
their own campus. 

Meanwhile, .six other white 
boys and ‘girls flew up this morn- 
ing from desegregation troubled 

Washington (D. C.) schools to 
join them at New Rochelle high. 
All were invited by New Ro- 
chelle pupils. 

“I’ve come up here just to 
look and listen and. make up 
my own mind,” said Robert E. 
Rodgers, a 23-year-old Korean 
war veteran, of Baltimore. 

Today he said of the demon- 
strations at his school: “I have 
seen such agitation in Japan 
but I never believed it could 
happen in America.” 

The Southern high episodes

The Governor was noncommit- 
tal on plans but said the con- 
ference covered “needs of the 
prison and what we should do.”

All Convicts Work in Illinois. 

In a brief press conference 
Ragen said a main effort in Illi- 
nois prisons is to have “every 
prisoner do some work.” The 
disturbance in the prison here 
has been attributed in part to 
lack of work for convicts.

U.S. POLITICAL 
ASYLUM URGED FOR 
°3 POLISH SAILORS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (UP) 
—The Justice Department is ex- 
pected to act early this week 
on a State Department request 
that 23 Polish sailors who turned 
their backs on Communism be 
allowed political asylum in this 
country. . 

Informed sources said they ex- 
pect the asyium to be granted. 

It was learned that Acting Sec- 
retary of State Herbert Hoover 
Jr. told the Justice Department 
in a letter that he viewed the 
asylum request as a matter of 
the “greatest urgency.” His po- 
sition was backed up, it is un- 
derstood, by the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff and the Foreign Oper- 
ations Administration. 

The sailors have been strand- 
ed in Formosa since their ships, 
the freighter Praca and tanker 
Gottwald, were seized by the 
Chinese Nationalists some weeks 
ago.

Self-Confidence

ELF-CONFIDENCE! A sense of security! Always deemed 
S desirable traits, their importance has been of late years 

emphasized and re-emphasized in the books written for 
parents on how to bring up their children. , 

How to give your child self-confidence kas thus become 
a matter of major concern to many modern parents. There 
are, of course, many different suggestions which could be 
made. We should like to bring you today the comments 
of a well-known psychiatrist, Dr. Fritz Redlich, head of the 
Department of Psychiatry at the Yale Medical School. 

x *« * 

DR. REDLICH (in collaboration with June Bingham) 
has recently published a book called “The Inside Story” 
(Knopf).. This book, according to the publisher, relates 
basic psychiatric discoveries to everyday life. Amusingly 
and amply illustrated with lively cartoons, it provides an 
easy-to-understand introduction to current principles of 
psychiatry, for those who need an introduction. For those 
who, like many of you, have read a good deal in this field 
it is still easy and agreeable reading. 

But—back to self confidence and where it comes from. 
Dr. Redlich points out—and we most certainly agree—that 
to at least some extent security derives from the child’s own 
inborn constitution and from other factors over which we 
have no control. ‘This is extremely important for you 
parents to keep in mind Some children are by nature con- 
fident, secure, “well-adjusted.” Others, no matter how 
much you do for them, are by nature relatively insecure 
and lacking in self-confidence. 

However, there is a second factor, and one over which 
you do have control. In order to feel inner confidence, the 


child needs to experience “an affectionate parental restric- 


tion of his actions, instead of either an unloving parental re- 
striction or no restriction at all.”

THIS IS AN EXTREMELY important statement. But 
like all of the best child guidance advice, it leaves a great 
deal up to you. It does not say, nor.can it, that you need 
to be just so strict, or that you need to be just so lenient. 

Because, as Redlich explains, the optimum degree of 
strictness or leniency ranges widely. It differs not only 
«..4gom child to child, but from time to time. Furthermore, 
the relation of the child with his two different parents may 
be such that he needs and accepts more strictness from one 
than from the other. : 

“Some children seem to need far more than do other 
children the kind of security that comes from being ringed 
around by parental do’s and don’ts; and any one child will 
vary in a zigzag but generally downward trend in the 
amount of parental restriction he needs, from childhood to 
late adolescence,” writes Dr. Redlich. 

So, in the final analysis, it is still up to you the parents. 
It depends on your own good judgment, your own knowl- 
edge of your child, and perhaps above all on your flexibil- 
ity. Because, as we have said, the best answer for one child 
or at one time will not necessarily be the best for another 
child or at a different time.

Schools Can 
Teach ‘Why’ 
Of Nutrition 


By Edith M.- Barber 


HE = experts are concerned 
T about the lack of knowledge 

that many families in the 
United States show in regard to 
the choice of good food. We all 
know t po other country in 
the. worl such a liberal sup- 
ply. Even those who have plenty 
of money to choose without 
great regard for cost, do not 
seem to take advantage of the 
fine food available. 


Among the recommendations 
of the experts is that the schools 
can be of great assistance in 
teaching the “how” and “why” 
of good nutrition from kinder- 
garten through college. To stim- 
ulate this, a special school milk 
program has been developed by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. This features milk, 
“the most nearly perfect of all 
foods.” 


There are two objects. The 
first is to increase milk con- 
sumption by school children, and 
the second is to expand markets 
for dairy products. 


Schools are encouraged to 
serve additional milk besides 
that which is used during the 
school lunch, and to encourage 
the children to drink just as 
much as they like or can be 
persuaded to take. All non- 
profit schools will be re-im- 
bursed for extra milk drunk by 
the children. 

It has been found that food 
habits formed at school often 
carry over into the homes, Par- 
ents will undoubtedly supply 
more milk if the children ask 
for it. Most parents realize that 
there is no food more important 
for physical growth and develop- 
ment. At the same time, a well- 
fed child is more alert mentally. 

Blender-Made Cream Soup. 

One and one-half to two cups 
leftover canned or cooked vege- 
tables, coarsely cut; two cups 
milk, two tablespoons softened 
butter or margarine, two table- 
spoons flour, one-fourth cup 
celery leaves, one onion (or 
more) sliced, salt, pepper. 

Place all ingredients in blend- 
er. Cover and blend until mix- 
ture is smooth. Ccok over low, 
heat, stirring occasionally, yntil 
soup boils. Season to taste with 
salt and pepper. If soup is too 
thick, add more milk. Yield: 
four servings. 


Standard Cream Soups. 


Use same ingredients as in 
Blender-Made Cream Soup. Melt 
butter and stir in flour. Add 
onion and milk gradually, while 
stirring over low heat. Add 
chopped or sieved vegetables.

Few Persons Ever Heard of Code-Cracking NSA UntilEx-Employe's Arrest

Sidney Petersen Jr., of theft 
of military secrets poses a seri- 
ous dilemma for the National 
Security Agency, the Govern- 
ment’s super-secret eyes and 
ears in keeping track of the 
activities of foreign govern- 
ments, friendly or otherwise. 

Few persons had even heard 
of the NSA when Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation agents on 
Oct. 9 whisked Petersen, a for- 
mer NSA employe, out of his 
Arlington (Va.) home and placed 
him in jail on charges of vio- 
lating the espionage laws by 
taking documents and other in- 
formation “with intent or reason 
to believe that the information 
was to be used to the injury of 
the United States or to the ad- 
vantage of a foreign nation.” 

The reason the NSA was al- 
most unheard of is that its oper- 
ations take place behind an in- 
penetrable wall of secrecy. By 
comparison with the NSA, other 
super-secret operations of Gov- 
ernment agencies such as the 
Central Intelligence Agency and 
the FBI are figuratively carried 
on in a goldfish bowl. 

The question now is, how far 
must the NSA go in disclosing 
for the first time its own 
secrecy-incased inner workings 
in order to attempt to prosecute 
Petersen, should he be indicted? 

Another question is, how 
much of his vast knowledge of 
the secret operations of his for- 
mer employer must Petersen 
disclose in order to defend him- 
self properly, should he be 
placed on trial? 

Adventure-wise, the NSA op- 
eration would qualify as sealed- 
lip drudgery. Its operatives, so 
far as may be learned, do not 
parachute behind enemy lines in 
wartime, ‘nor do. they haunt 
smoke-filled cellar taverns in 
trench-coated anonymity in 
peacetime. 

The agency's function is the 
monitoring of broadcasts by 
foreign governments. Delicacy 
and patience go into breaking 
the codes used in these mes- 
sages so that the nation's secur- 
ity policy makers, the National 
Security Council, may be kept 
informed of what foreign gov- 
ernments are saying to each 
other via coded air messages 
and, particularly, what they may 
be saying about the United 
States. 

The secrecy surrounding the 
NSA operation is so well en- 
forced that it is not possible to 
determine exactly when the ac- 
tivity began. There are indi- 
cations that the Government 
went in for extensive code- 
breaking through such an opera- 
tion as the NSA abolit the time 
Hitler’s forces invaded Poland 
in 1939, though NSA did not 
emerge. under its present name 
until after the end of World 
War II. The wartime activity 
was called the Army Security 
Agency and subsequently the 
Armed Forces Security Agency 
as greater co-operation among 
the services was effected. 

The 1939 date for its origin 
seems to be given substance by 
the FBI announcement when 
Petersen was arrested that he 
had worked for NSA and its 
predecessors for 14 years. 

NSA has a network of.radio 
receiving stations by which it 
listens to the world’s radio traf- 
fic, conventional as well as 
coded, but. with emphasis on the 
coded material. Some of its in- 
stallations are overseas. . Just 

- where, no one will tell. The 
‘supposition is, however, that 
monitoring is carried out in 
spots fringing the iron curtain 
areas, from where it also keeps 
‘track of the movement of ships 
at, sea. 

Intelligence officers around 
the globe relay to it items of in- 
formation picked up by Army, 
Navy and Air Force personnel 
serving in foreign lands. The 
agency has no, policy-making 
funttions, nor does it transmit 
information. 

Here in Washington, the NSA 
is not listed by- name in any 
Government directory nor in the 
telephone directory. Nor is it 
listed in budget reports. In 
Library of Congress files, where 
may be found almost every ref- 
erence made Government 
publications to Government 
agencies or branches, there is 
not a single reference to the 
operation. The Library of Con- 
gress, however, does have two 
publications which shed some 
light on the vastness of the NSA 
undertaking. One is an NSA 
glossary of terms in the Bul- 
garian language. The other is 
a. similar booklet on the Viet 
Nam tongue. -

rectory does not list the NSA 
by name. But it does list “‘Ar- 
lington Hall, Code 147.” 

Arlington Hall is_ situated 
about three miles from Washing- 
ton in the Arlington (Va.) area, 
southwest of the Pentagon. It 
once was a girl’s school. Now 
the NSA’s only known installa- 
tion here, it is a collection of 
buildings surrounded by a 
double fencing of mesh wire. It 
is heavily guarded and there 
is no public access except to its 
select employes and officials who 
are forbidden with few excep- 
tions to let their place of em- 
ployment become known. 

There are no Government rec- 
ords available by which an “out- 
sider’’ may determine how many 
employes the NSA has. Un- 
official estimates have placed the 
payroll at between 3000 and 7000 
in the United States, with a 
larger number serving overseas. 


+ * *® 
IRECTION of the agency ro- 
tates among the three serv- 
ices, its present director being 

Lt. Gen. Ralph J. Canine, who 
also is deputy director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 

News stories about the agency 
are virtually non-existent. About 
the only time it has been men- 
tioned, except in connection with 
the Petersen arrest, was about 
@ year ago when it became 
known that the Defense Depart- 
ment had started a $30,000,000 
building program on the Army 
reservation at Fort Meade, Md., 
to house the agency. 

In view of the secrecy attend- 
ing the NSA operation, necessi- 
tated by the demands of mili- 
tary security, even expert cryp- 
tographers here having no con- 
nection. with the undertaking are 
extremely reluctant to speculate 
on how the NSA may be break- 
ing foreign codes. As a matter 
of fact, the operation is so 
sensitive that most persons in 
and out of Government give 
prompt assurance that they 
don’t even want to know what 
goes on behind the heavy mesh 
wire over at NSA. 

Attention was called, how- 
ever, back in 1931, by a World 
War I War Department authority 
to fundamental requirements 
for cracking enemy codes. The 
information was in a book named 
“American Black Chamber.” It 
was written by Herbert O. Yard- 
ley, who directed the War De- 
partment’s cryptographic bureau 
in the first world conflict. In 
“American Black Chamber” he 
published an account of how 
code breaking functions. 

When there were leaks during 
World War II that the United 
States had cracked the Japanese 
code a year before Pearl Harbor, 


Yardley’s wrifing on enemy 
code-breaking was recalled. By 
that time, however, the Govern- 
ment had quietly had the book 
withdrawn from shelves all over 
the country. 

Fundamentally, as Yardley de- 
scribed code-breaking, the pro- 
cedure requires assembly of a 
vast number of index cards, the 
tabulation of repetitious se- 
quences of symbols, of the fre- 
quency of occurrence of certain 
symbols and the experimental re- 
grouping of these elements until 
the code is discovered. 

This involves, in the first in- 

stance, the compilation of an 
enormous volume of statistics. In 
the first World War several 
thousand persons were employed 
in Washington to work on codes, 
both enemy and ours. Each was 
assigned to some minute phase 
of the work, so that no matter 
how much attention the person 
paid to his own job, he would 
know little or nothing of the 
over-all pattern of the work. 
» In World War II, machines 
were used to transmit coded 
messages and to decode them on 
reception. The Senate committee 
which investigated the Pearl 
Harbor attack by the Japanese 
was told that the Japanese Em- 
bassy here had received instruc- 
tions on Dee 2, 1941, five days 
before the attack, to destroy all 
but one of its code machines and 
to send that one to Mexico. 

George Dasch, a Nazi saboteur 
who turned informer in 1942 
after his capture on Long Island, 
told the FBI about a German 
code machine. He said he had 
observed it on a German sub- 
marine which carried him and 
his German co-conspirators from 
Germany to a beach in Long 
Island Sound. 

In his statement to the FBI, 
Dasch said: 

“I noticed when the message 
came in he put it down in let- 
ters like J, G or H. Then every- 
thing was written out on another 


machine like a typewriter and | 


this message came out different 
from the way it was taken. The 
little machine was connected 
under the table and it had a little 
bulb over it, and it moved back 
and forth like a typewriter. 

“First,.they received the mes- 
sage on tickers and marked it 
down as G, H, or N, or whatever 
it was, and then the other ma- 
chine copied down the message 
in the correct way in the Ger- 
man language.

N HIS book, Yardley said that

alone known to the United 
States Government during the 
first World War when it was 
suspected here that Spanish 
channels were being used for 
transmission of German com- 
munications. 

If Yardiley’s book is correct, 
the pre-Pearl Harbor breaking 
of the Japanese code was not 
the first such accomplishment 
by the United States. He wrote 
that his “Black Chamber,” the 
designation for his crypto- 
graphic unit, sent to Washing- 
ton during the 1921 naval dis- 
armament conference about 
5000 deciphered Japanese mes- 
structions to the Japanese dele- 
gates. 

The ultra-secret guard now 
against any leak of what is ac- 
complished at NSA, to say noth- 
ing of how it is accomplished, 
may date back to World War 
II when official Washington 
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on Espionage Charge 


was thrown into a state of 
fright by leaks on the United 
States having broken the Japa- 
nese code. 

The first scare occurred after 
the battle of Midway when a 
Chicago Tribune correspondent 
at sea with the Navy filed a 
story containing information 
which could only have been 
available through the breaking 
of the enemy code. The dis- 
patch named the Japanese ships 
which participated in the battle, 
gave their disposition and even 
contained some _  mis-spelled 
words from intercepted Japa- 
nese messages.

HE NAVY stormed at the 

newspaper for publication of 

the dispatch and pressed for 
prosecution. But by the time it 
reached the grand jury stage, 
the Navy had determined that 
the Japanese still were using 
the same code. Efforts for pros- 
ecution were dropped, therefore, 
because the Navy reasoned that 
any evidence which may have 
been used against the Tribune 
would have served notice on the 
enemy that its code was broken. 


In 1944, there was another 
scare with respect to the Japa- 
nese code. This was when Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York, 
the Republican presidential can- 
didate, who knew the code was 
broken, was regarded in some 
political circles as prepared to 
use the information to attack 
President Roosevelt for respon- 
sibility in the Pearl Harbor dis- 
aster. 

Gen. George C. Marshall in- 
tervened with Gov. Dewey, ad- 
vising him that it was of the 
utmost importance that the Jap- 
anese remain ignorant that their 
code was in American hands. 
Gov. Dewey said nothing during 
his unsuccessful campaign to in- 
dicate that the code had been 
broken. 

The serious business of deal- 
ing in the codes of other nations 
is not without its lighter aspects 
and the Petersen case recalls one 
of these. 

During World War II, Peter- 
sen was the top man in handling 
a project known as “Magic”— 
the information gathered by 
breaking codes. 

The name of the project was 
known only to a select few but 
it was into the presence of one 
of these that an Army sergeant 
was brought one day to give 
what intelligence he could on a 
spectacular escape from behind 
enemy lines in Europe. 

The self-effacing sergeant dis- 
missed praise for the ingenuity 
he showed in getting away.

After ruffing the diamond in 
dummy, South led a spade to 
his ace and finessed the trump 
queen through West, who natur- 
ally declined to cover. East's 
showing out was far from pleas- 
ing to declarer, who now faced 
defeat unless (a) the missing 
club honors were unguarded and 
would drop—which was cer- 
tainly unlikely—or (b) he could, 
somehow or other, immobilize 
West's well guarded trump king. 

South laid down a high club 
to test that break, and when 
“nothing happened,” he set his 
sights for the second possibility. 
He took another trump finesse. 
cashed the spade king and 
ruffed dummy’s last spade, then 
cashed the other club trick and 
exited with his low club. West 
had to follow suit throughout, 
and to South’s relief, it was 
East who took the club trick. 
Now it didn’t matter whether 
East returned a spade or a dia- 
mond. South ruffed and West 
was securely hooked. If he over- 
ruffed with the king, dummy’s 
ace would overruff him, and if 
he underruffed South, the latter 
would hold the trick, throwing 
the club from the board, and 
the trump ace would be the 
final trick.
